London, April 30.—At the night sesision 
of the I.^ndon diocesan conference yes­ 
terday the bishop of London.

St. £tOUj8, April 30.—The buildings of 
the Uouisiana Purchase exposition were 
to day form ally dedicated to their purpose 
w ith all possible pomp and ceremony: In 


every way save one the exercises-were an 
unequivocal success, and this one was th& 
weather. ' I t would be difficult to im agine 
a more disagreeable day. The wind blew 
fiercely, sending great élpuds of dust 
w hirling into the faces of troops as they 
m arched past the president and a t times 
so nearly blinding the president it was 
well nigh impossible for him to see acrps^i» 
the stréét ûpon which the trooi» were 
marching. Both President Roosevelt and 
ex-President Cleveland , remained Iji the 
reviewing stand exposed to the icy .winds 
until the end of the parade, although their 
faces were blue and their limbs stiffened 
bÿ c61d. 
Conditions in the liberal arts 
building, where the dedication ceremonies 
proper were héld, were little better. There, 
was no wind, but there was a penetrating 
chill th at was uncomfortable to endure. 
Despite this heavy handicap, however, the 
ceremonies proper were splendidly lian- 
dled and the program carried out to the 
letter. 


The parade which took place in the 
morning was somewhat longer in passing 
before the president than had been ex­ 
pected, but for all that he w as but fifteen 
m inutes behind scheduled time when he 
was escorted by tlie committee into the 
liberal art.«? building. 
In order to arrive 
even as early as that he was compelled to 
take his noonday meal under somewhat 
uncomfortable 
circumstances. 
During 
lunch which he took at the conclusion ot 
the parade he was shoved belter skelter 
by half the people who had been in the 
grand stand. Food was placed on a coun­ 
ter and the president, like everybody else, 
‘•i»eîped himself.” 
The erow'd inside the 
tent was dense when the president, with 
secret service men and A djutant General 
Corbin acting as "interference,” forced 
his way to the counter. He was so closely 
pressed that when he attem pted to move 
his elbow disturbed a cUp of coffee held by 
Corbin. 
W ith 
some 
difficulty 
officers 
forced the crowd to allow the distinguish, 
ed guest elbow room, but they would 
allow him nothing more. This m aneuver 
forced the adjutant general out of range 
of the sandwiches, but the president de­ 
voted one hand to passing food to his es­ 
cort, while the other w’as used to his own 
advantage. 
Owing to his advantageous 
position the pre.sident .soon felt caleld upon 
to help other friends, and he was kept 
busy passing plates, a service which he 
performed with alacrity and cheerfulness 
The m anner of the president lunching was 
sufficiency unconventional to excite curl 
osity and probably 25 per cent of the peo­ 
ple who congested the tent were present 
merely to witness the chief executive of 
the nation eating^ a t the democratic level 
of a clerk In a quick-lunch restaurant. 


The im portant ceremonies In the liberal 
a rts building were handled with all possi­ 
ble dispatch. 
Of all the speakers Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt alone was able to make 
his voice cftrr>' further than fifty feet 
from the &i«ge. 
By far the largest p a n 
of the as.sernbly could hear nothing and ii 
was nearly freezing to death, and thous­ 
ands of people in thé rear of the hall were 
constantly moving about and producing a 
muffled roar that would have baffled a 
foghorn. 


W hen the president rose to speak he 
was cheered to th echo. He bowed again 
and again, suggesting by his m anner thai 
quiet be restored. Finally he mounted the 
broad railing In front of the rostrum , 
where he could be seen from every part 
of the hall, and again motioned for sil 
ence. 
There was everj'thing but silence 
and President Francis suggested he pro 
ceed with his speech and quiet would fol 
low. 
Roosevelt Isjughed and shook hiij 
head. Taking advantage of a lull he call 
ed: 
“Now you. my fellow citizens, give 
me all the chance you can. for I need it.” 
The chance was given and the president 
begun his address. 
A burst of applause 
greeted his statem ent tlie Dutch had done 
great things for the country in its in­ 
fancy and the president laughed in a m an­ 
ner which plainly said: ‘‘T hat m eans my 
ancestors.” 


During the speeches of President F ran­ 
cis and Senator C arter there were brief 
intervals 
of 
sunshine 
and the crowd 
cheered loudly as the brightness came. 


The president once during his speech re 
quested those standing in chairs be seated 
so others behind them could see. As the 
request was granted the president said: 
••Thank you.” A fter he had spoken about 
fifteen m inutes there was a long outburst 
of applause w|iich caused him to laugh 
and rem ark to President Francis. ‘‘Now 
they think I’m done,” and w^hen the ap­ 
plause died away he went on with his 
speech. A fter leaving the hall the presi 
dent w^as entertained at dinner in the ad 
m inistrationb uilding. from the windows 
of which he watched the fireworks until 
10 o’clock, when he entered his train. 


The doors of the liberal arts building 
were opened a t 1 o’clock and at 2;25, 
when President Roosevelt entered the 
building he wa.s greeted by the cheers of 
60,000 people. 
At 2:25 the assembly was 
called to order by President Francis. The 
noise was so great his voice could not

in order to avoid a crowd at the train 
arrangem ents were m ade to have the pres 
ident’s train in waiting on the Missouri 
Pacific tracks at Howard station, over a 
mile southw est of the fair grounds. A f­ 
ter a few moments spent taking leave 
of world's fair officials and other distin­ 
guished participants in the ceremonies 
Of the day, the p ru d e n t, closely sur 
rounded by secret service men, was es­ 
corted 'from the adm inistration build­ 
ing to his carriage. He »'as accompalned 
by Secretarw of W ar Root, w^ho will 
travel as fa r as Topeka,'K as., with him. 


As the president’s carriage started to 
leave the grounds the m ultitude of peo­ 
ple gave him a lang and hearty farew’ell 
cheer, in acknowledgement of which he 
arose and bowed and did not resume his 
seat until the vehicle had disappeared In 
the darkness. 


ROOSEVELT S ADDRESS. 


At the outset of my address let me re­ 
call to the minds i>f my hearers that the 
soil upon whielv'we stand, before It was 
our.*?; was successively the pos.session of 
two mighty empires, Spain and France, 
whose soils made a death le.ss record of 
heroism in the early annals of the new 
world. 
No hlstor>' of the w'estern coun­ 
try can be w’ritten without paying heed 
to the wonderful part played therein In 
the early days by the soldiers, mission­ 
aries, explorers and traders, wiio did 
their work for the honor of the proud 
banners of France and Castile. 
While 
the settlers of English speaking stock, 
and those of Dutch, German and Scan­ 
dinavian origin who were associated with 
them, were still clinging close to the 
eastern seaboard, the 'pioneers of Spain 
and France had penetrated deep into the 
hitherto unknown wilderness of the w’est 
and had wandered far and wide within 
the boundries of what is now our mighty 
country. 
Thé very cities themselves— 


St. Louis, New Orleans, Santa Fe, New 
Mexico—bear witness by their titles to 
the nationalities of their founders. 
It 
was not until the revolution had begun 
that the English speaking settlers pushed 
west across the Alleghenies, and not un­ 
til a century ago th at they entered In to 
possess, the land upon which w'e now 
stand. 


We have met here to day to commemo­ 
rate the hundredth anniversary of the 
event which more than any other, after 
the foundation of the government and 
alw'ays e.\cepting its preservation, de­ 
termined the character of our national 
lifer—determined that we should be a 
great expanding nation instead oX relat­ 
ively a small and stationary one. 


Of course it was not with the Louisiana 
purchase that our career of expansion 
l>egan. 
In the middle of tlie revolution­ 
ary w ar the Illinois region, including the 
present states of Illinois and Indiana, 
was added to our domain by force of 
arms, as a sequel to the adventurous 
expedition of George Rogers Clarke and 
his frontier rlllemen. 
Later the treaties 
of Jay and Pinckney m aterially extend­ 
ed our real bounderies to the west. 
But 
none of these events was of so strikin 
character as to fl.x the popular imag­ 
ination. 
The old thirteen colonies had 
always claimed that their rights stretch­ 
ed westward 
to 
the MlssLsslppI, and 
vague and unreal though these claims 
w'ere until made good by conquest, settle­ 
ment and diplomacy, they still served to 
give the impression that the earliest 
westward movements of our people w’ere 
little more than the filling in of already 
existing national boundries. 


But there could be no illusion about 
the acquisition of the vast territory be­ 
yond the Mississippi, stretching west- 
W'ard to the Pacific, which in that day 
was known as Louisiana. This immense 
region was adm ittedly the territory of a 
foreign power, of a European kingdom. 
None of our people had ev’er laid claim 
to .1 foot of It. 
Its acquisition could in 
no sense be treated as rounding out 
any existing clainjs. 
W hen we acquired 
it we made evident once for all that con­ 
sciously and of .set purpose we had em- 
barked on a career of e.xpanslon. that 
we had taken our place among those 
daring and hardy nations who risked 
much with the desire and hope of win­ 
ning high position among the 
great 
powers of the earth. 
As Is so often the 
ca.se in nature, the law of development 
of a living organism showed itself in its 
actual workings to be wiser than the 
wisdom of the wisest. 


This work of expansion was by fai 
the greatest work of our people during 
the years that intervened ^between the 
adoption of the constitution 
and 
the 
outbreak of tne civil war. 
There were 
Other questions of real moment and Im­ 
portance, and there were many which 
a t the time seemed such to those engeg- 
ed In answ ering them ; but the greatest 
feat of our forefathers of those généra­ 
tions was the deed of the men who, with 
pack train or wagon train, on horseback, 
on foot or by boat upon the 
w aters, 
pushed the frontier ev erw e stw a rd ac­ 
ross the continent. 


Never before had the world seen the 
kind of national expansion which gave 
our people all th at part of the Amer­ 
ican continent lying west of the thirteen 
Original states; the greatest landm ark 
in which was the Louisiana iiurchase. 
O ur trium ph in this process of expansion 
was indissolubly 6buhd up with the suc­ 
cess of our peculiar kind of federal gov- 
erpm ent; and this success has been so 
complete that because of its very com­ 
pleteness we now sometimes fall to ap­ 
preciate not only» the all importance but 
th e’ tremendou.>> difficult}' of the problem 
with -which our nation was originally 
facëd. 
f 


AYhen our forefathers joined to . cali 
into being this nation, -they undertook a 
task for which there was but little en­ 
couraging precedent. 
The development 
of civilisation, from ^ e earliest period 
iseemed to stiow the trfith of two propo­ 
sitions: In the first place, it had alw ays 
pro\'ed exceedingly difficult to - secure 
both freedom, and strength in any gov­ 
ernm ent; and, in the second place, it had 
alw ays proved well nigh Impossible for a 
nation to expand w ithout either, brëak-

Frank, N. W. T., April 30.—It is defin­ 
itely known fifty-six people lost their 
lives here before daybreak by the sliding 
of the rocky top of T urtle m ountain upon 
the sleeping village of Prank. 'B esides 
killing fifty-six people the slide destroyed 
the plant of the Canadian-American Coal 
and Coke company. 
The m onetary. loss 
will exceed 11,500.000. Many bodies of dead 
will never be found. 
Some cabins are 
burled under 150 feet of rock. Only nine­ 
teen bodies have so far been recovered. 
Most of the corpses are mangled almost 
beyond recognition. 
The m aterial from 
the slide came down in an alm ost vertical 
wall of rock and crosàed the valley, a dis­ 
tance of over a mile, and went part way 
up the foothills on the opposite side to à 
height far atmve the highest building In 
town. 
IVhere once existed cozy homes, 
fertile farm s and stock ranches there is 
BOW no*.hing but huge chaotic piles of 
debris from the mountain, which has all 
the appearance of a volcanic eruption. 
The land, which was once of great value 
and rapidly Increasing In price on account 
of the known presence of natural gas as 
well as coal deposits, ^ now buried m an^ 
feet deep with waste m atter and made 
valueless. It is the opinion now the slide 
was caused by an earthquake or subter­ 
ranean explosion of gas. Huge masses of 
rock continue to fall from the top of the 
mountain, making It extremely dangerous 
to approach the vicinity of Turtle moun­ 
tain in order to make an Investigation into 
the exact cause of the catastrophe.

I had intended 
going to the copper fields of Michi­ 
gan, but fate drew me to Colorado 
and after^ purchasing my ticket I 
had $2 left as my only worldly pos­ 
session. 
When I reachetl Denver I 
Jiad just 5 cents left, with which I 
purchased a posta^ stamp to send 
the good news of my safe arrival to 
my an.^ous father and mother. Cen­ 
tral City soon became my abiding 
place.” The magnificence of James 
Peak situated in this place was viv­ 
idly described by the speaker and tho 
scenery round about clearly brought 
before his hearers. Here it was the 
speaker first experienced life above 
the^ clouds and beheld them in their 
majestic march. The grand canyon

The regular' monthly meeting of 
the Men’s Social union of the" Fi ret 
Baptist church was held in the parf 
lors of the church Thur^ay evening.

there.

spoke of the probable, reasons for thè; 
peculiar life 
of this people, about 
whom comparatively little has ever 
been learned, and of the many theo-^ 
ries which have l^ n advanced by^ 
scientists regarding the origin of this 
race, or ^ibe. 


Taking up the various points of in­ 
terest, he mentioned in particular the 
three noted cliff xlwellings, the spruce' 
tree house, so naiñed because of the
